BECOMES FAT IN

New York, Sept. 4.—{Special.]—For two 
hours tonight John Garvey, a mechanic, 
was imprisoned in a huge boiler in the 
gubcellar of the Union League club, 
while attachés of the club, policemen, 
and firemen tried to liberate him. 

Garvey entered the boiler through an 
oblong manhole in the center to clean 
it. When he tried to get out the way 
he had gone in, he stuck fast, The 
more Garvey struggled to force him- 
self through the hole the tighter he be- 
came wedged and it was not long be- 
fore his hips were badly lacerated and 

swolien. 

Soon he was in pain and om to call 
for help. When it arrived his clothing 
was removed, but still he stuck because 
of his swollen body. Then oil was poured 
on him, but he didn't slip. Finally an 
oxygen gas blower was used to cut ony

Big Bill certainly had ONE beg day 
yesterday—or rather Chicago had a 
busy day with Big Bill—and the mayor 
of the “sixth German city in the 
world” faces an equally busy day to- 
day, although he won't be here, as he 
is going to the Kankakee fair. Going 
despite the fact that he was hanged (in 
effigy) On Michigan boulevard last 
night. 

On the way to Kankakee he'll meet a 
sign at Grant Park, Il., saying he’s not 
Wanted there and to “go | reigns 
ahead.”

“Sic. Semper Big Billtbus " was the 
placard attached to the effigy which 
was strung up by a dozen irate war 
veterans last night.

UP GOES “BIG BILLIBUS.”’ 

The ceremony, in charge of members| 

‘of Gen. Lioyd Wheaton Post No. 


| Veterans of Foreign Ware of the 


States, was staged at a “safety island” at 
Michigan avenue and Randolph street 
soon after 10 o'clock and was witnessed | 
by several hundred men anfi women 
automobilists who blockaded the street 
crossing with their cars, Many soldiers 
and sailors from the Grant park camps 
stood about and cheered. | 

Singing “ We'll Hang Bill ‘Thompson 
to a Sour Apple Tree,” the men in United 
States uniforms dragged forth a sorry 
looking dummy which they suspended by 


’ a rope from the top bar of the “ safety 


island” which is about nine feet high. 

The figure faced the north and was 
made of old bags stuffed with paper. 
The face was made from a strip of 
canvay and smeared with red paint, 
and on the head rested a brown fedora 
hat. The coat was a pepper and salt 
color and the trousers were of cheap 
black cloth. A pair of woman's stock- 
ings made up the legs. i 

A large card pinned to the coat bore 
the words “ Sic Semper Big Billibus,” 
which, translated, means “So be it al- 
ways to Big Bill,”’ and below the words 
was the signature of the perpetrators: 
“Veterans of Foreign . Wars.” 

CROWDS CHEER EFFIGY. 

A large crowd had gathered as 
photographers took flash uate of the 
figure. ' 

Relatives and friends who had been to 
Grant park to visit jackies and soldiers 
encamped there, gave cheers when they 
saw the figure and read the sign. 

Along came Policeman Ed Doggett of 
the Central detail station. He glanced 
at the dummy, smiled slightly and 
moved rapidly toward a nearby patrol 
box. In a few minutes the Central de- 
tail flivver with Policemen William Bin- 
sted and Michael Wood apppeared on 
the scene. The dummy was cut down, 
thrown on to the sidewalk ond the card 
confiscated. | 

Meantime, while the dalle were 
holding a meeting on the fourth floor 
of 88 East Randolph street, Charles 
Warner, a member, was informed of the 
police action.

**Put that dummy in a sate place and 
we'll put it up again,” he said. 

BIG BILLIBUS DISAPPEARS.

His home 
is in Boston and he has two grown up 
daughters. He was at one time im the 
employ of Charies Frohman as « stage 
director and his absence in America 
for over a year from his legislative 
duties in the house of commons at West- 
minster attracted attention in the early 
part of 1916. 

In that year he was appointed to the 
royal stewardship of the Chiltern Hun- 
| dreds. appointment to the royal 
household was bestowed upon him to 
enable him to vacate his seat in parlia- 
ment. . 

Daughter of G. F. Swift. 

Mrs. Helen Swift Morris Neilson is 
the daughter of the late Gustavus F. 
Swift, who founded the packing firm of 
Swift & Co. She has five brothers, Louis 
F., Edward F., Charles, Gustavus, and 
Harold Swift, and one sister, Mrs. Ruth 
McGuire of New York. 

Edward Morris died in 1913. He 
succeeded his father, Nelson Morris, 
the founder, as head of the packing 
firm which bore his name. When the 
will of Edward Morris was taken be- 
fore Judge Gregg in the Probate court 
by executors of the $20,000,000 estate, 
one of the largest individual bonds ever 
furnished in Cook county—$39,310,000~— 
was tendered by the widow, James B. 
Forgan, John A. Spoor, and Thomas BE.

FIND MUCH U. S. 
AMMUNITION IS 
SPOILED BY AGE 


San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 4.—[Special.] 
‘—Tests made in target practicé and war 
problems at military training camps in 
the south brought about complaints of 
defective cartridges which indicated 
about 87 to 42 per cent of the ammuni- 
tion supplied the new men of the army 
is harmless and ancient. Some of the 


boxes in which the cartridges were 
packed bore Cotes § elve to fifteen years 
ago. 


Army officers contended that the old 
}munitions should be perfect but it is re- 
ported that an investigation found an 
immense quantity of munitions “ badly 
spoiled ” by old age. 

Other men in the army hold to the 
opinion that the cartridges never were 
up to the standard.

THIRD AIR RAID 
IN THREE DAYS 
HITS LONDON 


108 Killed, 92 Hurt as 
Germans Bomb Navy 


Base at Chatham. 


| LONDON, Sept. 5, 12:30 a.m.—Anoth- 
er air raid on England has taken place. 

English coast was shelled as well 
the London district. This was the 
third raid in three days. The official re- 
port of the raid says: 

“A considerable number of enemy air- 
planes crossed the southeast coast at 11) 

o'clock last [Tuesday] night and 
dropped bombs at a number of places. 
Some of the machines reached the Lon- 
don district, where bombs were dropped. 
No reports of damage have been re- 
ceived. 

Raiders Take Heavy Toll. 

One hundred and eight persons were 
killed and ninety-two were injured 
Monday night by six German airmen 
raiding the coast of England. 

The British naval service suffered a 
heavy loss, 107 men being killed and 
eighty-six wounded. The civiliah cas- 
ualties were one killed and six wounded. 

The German raiders @lew off the Isle 
of. Thanet formed by the arms of the 
Stour river and reached Chatham, thir- 
ty miles southeast of London. Chatham 
is the seat of immense military and 
naval establishments, including a vast 
dock yard, an arsenal and extensive 
barracks. 

A dispatch from Chatham says part 
of the naval barracks there was struck 
by a bomb, causing serious loss of life. 
The Chatham dock yard, the message 
says, escaped damage. 


Germans Raiders Escape. 
_ The six German machines participat- 
ing in the raid escaped, although they 
were engaged by British air forces and 
anti-aircraft guns aa they swept up the 
Thames estuary to Chatham, 
Dispatches from towns on the south- 
east coast say many inhabitants be- 
lieved the raiders were Zeppe- 
ling, as they made much more noise 
than usual for airplanes, There was 
heavy firing, first at one peint and then 
another, and finally heavy explosions oc-
